SHAW DEFENSE 
GETS NEW DATA 


Day and Time of Alleged 
Meeting Disclosed 

District Attorney Jim Garri-' 
son Friday revealed the ap- 
proximate day and time he 
claims conspiracy defendant 


Clay L. Shaw met Lee Harvey 
Oswald and Jack Ruby in Baton 
Rouge. 


Assistant District Attorney 
James L. Alcock said the 
meeting took place “on or 
about Sept. 3, 1963 ... ap- 
proximately between the 
hours of 2 p. m. and 9 p. m.’' 
in an answer to a supple- 
mental application for a bill 
of particulars filed by the 
Shaw' defense Wednesday. 

The alleged meeting took 
place at the Capitol House 
Hotel, “in a room, the number 
of which is unknown to the 
state,” Alcock said in his an- 
swer. 


Shaw’s defense attorneys filed 
the supplemental application for 
particulars with Criminal Dis- 
trict Court Judge Edward A. 
Haggerty Jr. Wednesday, and 
Judge Haggerty ordered the 
state to answer by Friday. 

Garrison previously revealed 
his allegation of a meeting in 
Baton Rouge between Shaw and 
Ruby in answer to the defense’s 
original application for particu- 
lars, but he did not supply the 
day or time. 

CITIES NAMED 
In a separate, amended an- 


swer to the original application 
for particulars, Alcock said 
mat Shaw made a trip to Port- 
land, Ore., by way of Houston, 
San Antonio, Los Angeles and 
19 T 3 November, 

I In its original answer the 
state alleged the trip to the 
West Coast without naming the 
city. Wednesday Judge Hag- 
gerty ordered the state to do so. 

Garrison contends p a r t i c i- 
pants in a plot to assassinate 
[President John F. Kennedy ar- 
ranpd to be in various sections 
of the country on the day of the 
murder. 

Shaw said he went to the 
West Coast to address a world 
trade group and spent the day 
of the assassination in San 
Francisco. 

In another development in 
criminal district court Friday 
Judge Oliver P. Schulingkamp 
denied two motions filed by a 
one-time roommate of deceased 
probe figure David W. Ferrie 
Layton Martens, indicted for 
perjury in assassination probe 
testimony before the Orleans 
Parish grand jury, filed a 
prayer for oyer (inspection of 
evidence) and a request for a 
bill of particulars through his 
attorney, Milton Brener. 

Judge Schulingkamp ruled 
that the state’s answers to the 
pleadings were “good and suffi- 
cient in law.” 

Brener said his next move 
will be to file a motion to quash 
his client’s perjury indictment. 
Martens was indicted April 
after testimony before the' 
s ji^y. Testimony.cited in the in-

dictment referred to Gordon 
Novel, sought as a material wit- 
ness by Garrison, and the bur- 
glaiy of a munitions bunker in 
Houma in 1960.
